This new strain will mature with great evenness 
and, although Snowball will perhaps give a few forerunners a couple of days 
before White Excelsior makes its start, the bulk of the crop is nearly as early 
and harvesting may be completed 120 days after sowing. The pure white heads 
are remarkable for their depth and unexcelled white color. The curd is of 
fine texture and resistant to a high degree to “riciness” and “fuzziness”. Also, 
heads in which small green leaves appear will be sought in vain. We are 
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sincere in believing that White Excelsior ranks as one of the very superior 
stocks of cauliflower available at any price.
